Anyone with a concern for the rem ­ 
nants of many species of wildlife is 
unlikely to be tickled by the return 
of the feather in fashion or warmed 
by the new uses of fu rs for floor cov­ 
erings, wall hangings and blankets. 
Conservationists shudder at the 
memory of the egret’s near disappear­ 
ance iis the result of fashion demand 
for aigrettes. 
Fortunately, the egret 
today is protected and the feathers now 
m aking a nostalgic comeback for the 
styles of the ’30s are types th at can 
be collected without endangering wild 
species. 
Ostrich, turkey and goose feathers 
all can be produced commercially and 
the adjutant, whose tail feathers pro­ 
vide marabou, is carefully protected 
for his value as a scavenger. 
But the trends in fashion dictate 
vigilance by conservation agencies to 
avert possible elimination of a form of 
wlidlife in the interests of haute cou­ 
ture or the fad of the moment. 
Such 
a possibility exists in current efforts 
to promote skins of anim als native to 
Africa or Asia. 
North America’s own polar bear is 
threatened because of irresponsible in­ 
roads made in the name of sport or 
commerce. 
International organizations are al­ 
ready sounding warnings about the dis­ 


appearing herds of East Africa, last 
stronghold of the great beasts. 
How 
can those alarm s be dismissed when 
the difficulty of persuading young 
African 
governments 
to 
preserve 
natural habitats for their wildlife is 
aggravated by the obvious commercial 
opportunities some of the animals 
afford? 
Providing supplies of zebra skins 
for wall hangings requires the killing 
of th at many zebras. 
The same goes 
for skins of any other diminishing 
A frican or Asian species th at might 
fall into commercial fashion. 
Such warnings cannot be dismissed 
as the groundless fears of nervous 
Nellies because there remain vast herds 
of wild anim als in A frica; at least not 
until it is conceded th at the skies of 
America were once darkened by the 
flight of millions of passenger pigeons 
and its plains were black with a sea of 
bison. 
Their fate hardly makes a case 
for calling fears for African and 
Asian wildlife groundless. 
It makes 
a compelling case for action now to 
avert the thoughtless extinction of 
more of nature’s creatures. 
There seems to be a growing at­ 
tem pt to create new demands for the 
less-exotic furs th at have fallen out 
of fashion as attire, which provides 
a t least some encouragement.

Traffic Control 


There was an abundance of ideas 
about urban traffic control at a three- 
day workshop sponsored by the Insti­ 
tute of Traffic Engineers and the 
American Automobile Association. 
But it is doubtful if the partici­ 
pants, mostly municipal, county and 
state officials from the Middle At­ 
lantic region, heard much they didn’t 
know. 
There were calls for stern enforce­ 
ment of traffic laws, for action against 
those who cause congestion through 
non-moving violations, such as double 
parking; for better highways and 
higher taxes to pay for them and. of 
course, there were the fam iliar dis­ 
sertations on the need for public edu- 


Perhaps the most realistic note 
was struck by Traffic Commissioner 
Barnes of New York City. From the 
depths of disillusioning experience 


came his observation that 
“everyone 
w ants traffic improvements, but they 
w ant 
nothing changed . . . and 
of 
course nobody wants to spend 
any 
money on it.’’ 
Mr. Barnes is convinced 
“there’s 
an awful lot’’ that could be done to 
keep the automobile moving 
“if 
we 
really wanted to d o it.” But M r.Barnes 
suspects we really don’t. 
This is why some observers fear 
there is no solution for urban traffic 
problems th at could win public accept­ 
ance any time soon. 
Having built a way of life on the 
unrestricted use of the motor vehicle 
there is no way it can be brought under 
control as long as the m ajority is sat­ 
isfied—as it appears to Vie. 
judging 
from the number who daily endure 
frustration on the highways rather 
than use public transportation—th at 
its advantages outweigh its disadvant­ 
ages.

And it would 
be discourteous of me to ignore the oppor­ 
tunity of saying a “thank you” even if it is 
posthumous ,to one who helped me get into 
a profession th at made such a good life for 
50 years. 
Parenthetically let it be explained for 
those who are not of the newspaper fraternity 
th at the city editor is the power behind the 
presses. He hardly ever has a by-line and yet 
he shapes up the daily presentation of that 
m ajor part of each day’s newspaper—the local 
news.

Kelley, 
never 
figured in the 
news as city editor but in death he did. His 
picture in The 
Mercury 
shows 
the same 
puckish personality we knew a half century 
ago. He was a low-voiced kindly, courteous 
gentleman in sharp contrast to m etropolitan 
city editors who leave you in no doubt th at 
they sit on hot seats. 
Billy Binder, was the efferescent busi­ 
ness m anager of the old Daily News (not to 
be confused with Billy Binder the editor of the 
afternoon Pottstown Ledger). A courteous et- 
ficient Mr. Feather handled the office de­ 
tails; Ernest Spare was the reportorial statf 
and i think a Mr. Bradley was the editorial 
writer.

DELAY INVASION 
Many Cypriots believed the 
dispatch of U.N. and U.S. en­ 
voys to Ankara and Athens 
would hold off an invasion for a 
day or two and possibly stay the 
Turks completely. 
But members of Turkish Cyp­ 
riot community in Nicosia, fear­ 
ing reprisals from their Greek 
neighbors in case of a Turkish 
invasion, threw up more barri­ 
cades to protect the Turkish 
Embassy.

ATHENS (AP) — Just seven

prus. 
Even in the best of political 
circumstances, Greek military 
men would have to think hard 
about provoking their big neigh­ 
bor, their partner in the North 
Atlantic alliance. 


OUTNUMBER TURKS 
In the 600,000 population on 
Cyprus, the Greek-speaking in­ 
habitants outnumber the Turk­ 
ish Cypriots four to one. But 
Turkey’s 
31 
million 
dwarf 
Greece’s 8 million, and Turkey 
has a preponderance of army 


divisions, jet planes and mili­ 
tary hardware. 
Moreover, the Greek main­ 
land and the bulk of Greece’s 
armed forces are 500 miles from 
Cyprus. The Turkish coast is a 
mere 40 miles away. 
Though still a NATO member, 
Greece has been cut off from its 
main source of military sup­ 
plies. The United States sus­ 
pended shipments after the mili­ 
tary junta seized power and set 
up a dictatorship. 
Opinion in the west disap 
proves of the regime. Greece 


can count on little sympathy for 
pushing any territorial ambi­ 
tions. 


IS UNCERTAIN 
At the same time, the regime 
is by no means certain of full 
domestic support for its poli­ 
cies. Treason trials for Greek 
citizens accused of opposing the 
regime are becoming common 
place. 
Furthermore, there is a grow­ 
ing 
disinterest 
among 
both 
Greeks and Greek Cypriots in 
uniting the island with Greece. 


When Cyprus was still under 
British control a decade ago 
“Enosis" (union) was the ral­ 
lying cry in the fight to get Brit­ 
ain out. But when Britain with­ 
drew in 1960, Cyprus became an 
independent republic.
